M o o r e , a merchant, from Sharon, Hillsboroughco., N. 
j H. was arraigned on an indictment, for obtaining on the 
! 3d of July, 1888, a quantity of W est India goods, itc., 
to the amount of $278.90, from J. Vincent Brown & 
Co., o f this city, by the means of false representations 
as to his solvency. 
Moore introduced himself to Mr 
Brown, to whom he was entirely unknown, and ex­ 
pressed a wish to trade. 
Mr Brown made some inqui­ 
ries respecting his business, and Moore stated to him, 
that he had always paid cash, and dealt where he could
